people each year. Screening conditions are tough: 
people who receive paid transport must volunteer for 
the program and must be able to demonstrate that 
they won't be homeless in the city or town they’re 
headed to. 

They also have to be sure that returning home is 
safe and in the best interests of their client. 

“Sometimes people left their homes for a pretty 
good reason,” Jagt said. 

The program has sent people to homes as far away 
as Italy and Zaire, in cases when immigrants fled abu- 
sive situations and chose to move to their country of 
origin. The province pays 80 per cent of a person’s 
travel costs while they city picks up the rest. 

But Peter Goldring, a Reform MP who has spent the 
past several months studying issues of homelessness, 
said the program sounds too rich for his blood. 

“Tf it’s costing them $400,000 a year to run the pro- 
gram there’s something’ wrong with their planning,” 
he said. 

“On the surface it does make sense but the reality 
of it is that because of human nature and people try- 
ing to take advantage of the system, you are spending 
far more trying to defend it from the people that will 
take advantage of the system than you are helping 
people who need the service.” 

Goldring does believe Rosenberger’s claim that 
homeless people on Edmonton's streets are being 
advised to come here.

Right-wing savants need brain-washing

his week’s edition of SEE 
Titesazine might be a little 
more controversial than usual, 
if you think there’s something 
wrong with gay or lesbian adop- 
tion.

And they know that Dan Savage, 
one of our most popular colum- 
nists, is the adoptive father of a 19- 
month-old boy.

He wondered 
if Savage was exploiting his child, 
and if SEE itself shouldn’t be 
wrapped in plastic and kept 
behind the counter like Playboy 
and Penthouse. 

You can read Savage’s take on 
the enquiries in our cover story on 
page 7. Our response to shit like 
this is a simple: Hey, mind your 
own business — you're making a 
big thing of nothing. 

Comedian Dennis Miller took 
precisely the right stance on the 
issue during one of his take-no- 
prisoners rants.

Why it is that some people beat

Js are the soul of any party. 
Dives you're standing there 

watching them play, the ease 
with which they bring off their 
scratching and mixing can be mes- 
merizing. It doesn’t come easy 
though. It’s about practising when 
nobody else is around; it’s about 
paying your dues, — and yes — it’s 
about getting connected. 

If you’ve decided to become a 
DJ, then the first thing you should 
do is to get yourself some albums. 
Some clubs have libraries of music 
you can choose from, but don’t 
depend on it. Nobody takes a DJ 
seriously who doesn’t own his own 
music. (Throughout this article I 
talk about DJs as guys. This 
doesn’t mean it’s not open for 
girls. In fact Lady Buggin’, a Nexus 
rave happening Nov. 15, is com- 
prised mostly of female DJs). 

Once you get some albums, buy 
yourself some turntables so you 
can play your new records. 
According to DJ Dragon, who 
works at Axe Music, all it takes is 
around $700 for newcomers, and a 
pro package starts at $2,000. As a 
resident of Therapy and part of the 
Vutag Label, Dragon’s helped out 
quite a few up-and-coming new 
DJs both in booking gigs and pick- 
ing out new equipment.

There are many ways to get a 
chance to play; the best way is to 
get your tape out. 

The story I hear from several 
club managers is they don’t see 
many tapes from local DJs. The 
last step in becoming a DJ is defi- 
nitely getting your tape out. 
Sounds easy doesn’t it? Oh yay- 
huss, simple as pie, yet I’ve heard 
of up-and-comers actually asking 
promoters to return their tape 
when they’re done listening to it. 

WRONG! Start by making a qual- 
ity tape — or even better, a DAT or 
CD copy of your shit — and then 
duplicating it. Who should you 
pass your tape to? Anyone who 
you think can hook you up a spot 
to play.

D believes the solution is just as 
obvious.

The com- 
munity should control the radio 
stations. The radio stations say

But 
Dearman and co. aren’t about to let 
that situation stand. 

“We are always trying to carve 
out a better niche for guitar quartet, 
developing new repertory. One 
thing that we've not had much suc- 
cess at yet is getting concertos writ- 
ten for us. 

“In the chamber music world, it’s 
still pretty much true that if you 
don’t have the great composers to 
play that your ensemble’s going to 
be considered somewhat of a novel- 
ty. We get a lot of work. Presenters 
love to have us, but... . until we can 
have a really representative reperto- 
ry for the ensemble we're going to 
be a sort of niche.”

As 
usual there was no shortage of 
rave reviews landing in Ross's lap 
for that project. 

But despite the fact he was regu- 
larly touring foreign markets, the 
record was unavailable outside 
our country and that just wasn’t 
acceptable to the musician. 

“Sony wasn’t moving on interna- 
tional markets and I finally asked 
them to let me go and they kindly 
obliged,” said Ross earlier this 
week from Vancouver, where he 
was enjoying a rare day off on the 
road.

Chan's killer yarn shocks ane

hosts, vampires, werewolves, and witches will be out in 
Ge force come Halloween weekend but how does one 

dress as a serial killer? It’s a question playwright Marty 
Chan has been pondering for the last year and it’s the back- 
bone (if you'll pardon the pun) for his play The Bone House, 
opening at the Arts Barn the same evening the ghouls go a 
haunting. 

Horror is a tricky 
genre and staged 
horror, with fewer 
special effects than 
the movies, is even 
tougher to pull off. 
Chan, however, 
thinks he may have 
found the formula 
for a really scary 
show. “I wanted to 
create something that was reality-based,” said Chan, who first 
staged The Bone House during this summer's Fringe festival. 
“Horror movies are frightening to a point but if they involve 
ghosts or vampires or supernatural beings there comes a 
point when the audience won't buy the fiction anymore. They 
know it’s just a movie and the terror is muted by that fact.” 

The notion of a serial killer on the prowl was really more 
frightening than any paranormal activity because of the fact 
that it could be real. “I started writing the show around the 
same time there was that serial killer who was riding trains, 
hopping off at various stations and killing people at random 
just because they lived close to the tracks,” recalled Chan. 
“There were rumors floating around that he could be heading 
north and Edmonton seemed a possible destination. Now that 
is scary to almost everyone, the fact that there is someone out 
there taking human lives just for the sake of killing.” 

Two films advanced the writing of The Bone House. One 
was Michael Moore’s television series TV Nation. In one 
episode, an actor was sent to live in a suburban neighborhood 
and mimic the typical movements of a serial killer. Despite 
strange activities — the midnight howl of a chainsaw, blood- 
ied mattresses left on the curb and a shadowy figure burning 
unknown substances in the night — neighbors remained pur- 
posely oblivious. Nobody called the cops, nobody did nothin’. 

“Tt, showed that a serial killer could live next door to you or 
I and how would we know?” said Chan. “The point that people 
are not as safe as they may think they are was really interest- 
ing to me, and the fact that people really pay very little atten- 
tion to other people around them.” 

The phenomenal success of The Blair Witch Project con- 
firmed Chan was on the right track with his reality-based 
Bone House. He saw the film while writing the second or 
third draft of his play and the film’s quasi-documentary quali- 
ty validated his idea that real fear springs from real events. 

The Bone House was a strong draw at this summer's Fringe 
festival where it sold out every performance. With actors

Scorsese’s wild EMT tale has spiritual core

rank Pierce (Nicholas Cage) is a paramedic in New 
isn: City and he has clearly had a couple of bad 

months. It's been a while since he’s actually saved a 
life and he feels his role has become that of witness to 
the indignity of death — to act as “a grief mop.” Sleep 
has deserted Frank and he’s living on a diet of coffee 
and booze, praying every night when he shows up for 
work that he'll get fired so he can walk away from the 
mortal disappointments that constitute each shift. It’s 
through his bleary eyes we view the world for two days 
and three nights i in Martin Scorsese’s Bringing Out the 
Dead. 

The whole film sticks with Frank as he rides shotgun 
with a series of different ambulance drivers, all of 
whom have developed their own maladaplions to the 
pain they constantly witness. Marcus (Ving Rhames) 
turns the goth club where a kid has just ODed into a 
holy roller prayer meeting, then trawls for hookers out 
the ambulance window. Tom (Tom Sizemore), he of the 
dinner plate eyes, synthesizes his turmoil into a love of 
thrills and a disdain for his patients that turns sadistic. 

But Frank is a mess, suffocating in grief over one 
patient in particular, a street kid named Rose who died 
on the sidewalk while he fumbled trying to apply first 
aid. And now he hears in his head the voice of a man in 
a coma who he rescued from cardiac arrest, but who is 
being kept alive by life-support systems and hourly 
shocks to the heart. The depth of confusion 
Cage conveys as the man begs to die even as 
the EMT is obliged to resuscitate him for the 
umpteenth time is infinitely moving and sad, 
and sort of funny. The rest of the cast strikes 
that same balance of human and grotesque. 

As we share Frank’s long hours, we become 
immersed in his mental state, his ragged nerves 
and fevered brain filtering our experiences. As 
always, the director is a genius at blending real- 
istic settings and atmosphere with demented visual 
embellishments and layers,of, meaning, turning New 
York City into an inky black hell penetrated by ambu- 
lance lights and caked with blood and puke, 

Cleverly concealed in the nail-biting visuals and aptly 
blaring soundtrack is a deep commentary on the one 
thing we haven’t come to terms with and can’t conquer 
— death. The fear of death drives us to seek out reli- 
gions, to get wasted, to become reckless or selfish, but 
in the end it doesn’t save anyone from their own mortal- 
ity. Frank has to stare into the abyss every night and
